Cane eultore, sisal, taro, rice, and eoffee growing, the latter ranked
third in importance, are all mecurately deseribed, accompanied by full and
valuable statistics, The writer takes a most optimistic view of the outlook,
believing that the population is bound to inereass and the loeal market to
pxpond,  In reviewing the scientific agricultural work being earried on in
vhe Territory, the experiment station of the Hawalian SBugar Plantera’ Asso-
cintion is mentioned, with the Department of Agrieulture, the Federal ex-
periment station and the Agricultural Department of the Kamehnmehn Behools,
and the number of officera employed in each. * Upon this point the author
remarks: *“ Tt is doubtful whether any othér equal number of American eitinons
in so well served in the way of agrieulturnl experiment stations.’’  The

feudal system of agriculture and permit Los Angeles, Riverside, San Beroar-
dino and San Diego eounties to enjoy the Ameriean system. Mexico, though
possessed of many baroninl estates,” ns small farmers also, and the latter
are doing well.
